The envelope contained one copy of the newspaper "T6e Hfiitl" (Voice of 
Truth) in Estonian language, issue N0.4I (229), dated November I960. 

The newspaper carries a note according to which it is being published by 
"Kaaemaalastega Kultuursidemete Arendamise ja Kodumaale Tagasipddrdumise 
Komi tee" ( the Committee for Development of Cultural Liens with the Country- 
men and for Return to Homeland ). 



As there are probably thousands of cop^iee of this Soviet newspaper 
being sent to the U.S.A. and the Authorities interested certainly have 
enough cop^ies of it, X intend to keep this copy with the aim of helping 
the local Estonian anti-communist organizations by giving them some sug- 
gestions which they could use in their work. I have been asked for such ! 

help repeatedly and I have helped them without my name being mentioned in j • 

their work papers*.
